TOWN WARRANT. 


’ 
THE STATE oF New HAMPSHIRE. 
[L. s.] 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 
You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in 
said town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, next, 
at six-thirty of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

ArtTICcLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for same. 

ARTICLE 3. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise any more 
money for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 

ArTICLE 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, 
such sums of money as may be needed for general purposes, 
in anticipation of taxes. 

ARTICLE 6. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of two hundred ($200) dollars, or any part 
thereof, for the use of Ernest W. Young Post, No. 63, 
American Legion, to be expended in the observance of 
Memorial Day in the year 1922. 

ARTICLE 7. By-request. To see if the town will vote to 
name the square at Salem Centre in memory of Ernest W. 
Young, and the square at Salem Depot in memory of 
William O. Gordon. 

ARTICLE 8. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars, or any part 
thereof, above the sum required by law, for the support of 
the Salem Free Public Library, for the year 1922. 
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ARTICLE 9. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of one hundred fifty ($150) dollars, or any 
part thereof, for painting the Library building. 

ARTICLE 10. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of one hundred fifty ($150) dollars, or any 
part thereof, for the improvement and maintenance of the 
common and adjoining town land. 

ARTICLE 11. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of three thousand ($3,000) dollars, or any 
part thereof, for the purpose of erecting on the common a 
suitable memorial to the veterans of this town who served 
in the various wars. 

ARTICLE 12. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to authorize the selectmen to contract for lighting the streets 
for a period not exceeding five years, and raise money for the 
same. 

ARTICLE 18. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to authorize the selectmen to sell the hose wagon now sta- 
tioned at Hose House No. 2. 

ARTICLE 14. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to exempt from taxation the factory building and machinery 
of the Salem Coca-Cola Bottling Works, for a period of 
years, not exceeding ten. 

ArticLE 15. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to place one electric light on Highland Avenue, Depot 
Village, and raise money for the same. , | 

ARTICLE 16. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to light the private roadway at Canobie Lake for a period 
of three months, commencing June 15, and raise money for 
the same. 

ARTICLE 17. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to abolish the Water Board, and place the water department 
under the supervision of the selectmen, to be managed by a 

superintendent appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 

‘  Arricite 18. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend its water main from a place where it now ends on 
Broadway, Rockingham Road, so called, to Cluff’s Crossing; 
thence to the No. 8 school house, and raise money for the 
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same, by bond, note or any legal way as may come before 
the meeting. : 

ARTICLE 19. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to purchase a suitable lot of land and erect a pumping sta- 
tion thereon, also to purchase a suitable lot of land and 
erect a water tower thereon, and to see if the town will vote 
to issue bonds covering a period not exceeding twenty years 
for the payment of the same. . 

ArTICcLE 20. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to extend the water pipes up Policy Street, from Peabody’s 
Corner, to the home of Albert Littlefield, and raise money 
therefor. 

ARTICLE 21. By request. To see if the town will vote 


_ to extend the water pipes from Main Street to Wilson’s 


Corner, so called, and raise money for the same. 

ARTICLE 22. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to extend the water pipes from 8. T. Stewart’s to Matthias 
Taylor’s, and appropriate one thousand ($1,000) dollars for 
the same. 

ARTICLE 23. By request.. To see if the town will vote 
to appoint a committee to investigate and determine what 
would be the best method of improving the water supply to 
increase pressure, and the cost of same, said committee to 
report at some later meeting, and raise money for the same. 

ARTICLE 24. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to require all its highway agents to render to the town 
treasurer weekly accounts for work done and money paid 
out, said accounts to contain itemized statements showing 
the number of hours of labor and by whom performed, the 
nature and amount of materials bought, the rate of pay, 
the total sum disbursed, and the individuals receiving it, 
said accounts to be rendered each Monday and to be acces- 
sible to all voters in said town of Salem. 

ARTICLE 25. By request. To see if the town will vote, 
that at least eighty per cent of all money to be expended 
upon highways in said town during the year ensuing, shall 
either be so expended for materials used and work done, not 
later than the first day of July, 1922, or the amount then not 
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expended for materials used, and work done, up to eighty per 
cent of the total money available for such purposes a not 
be expended during the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 26. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to make a sidewalk on Broadway, from William H. Russell’s 
place to the corner of Main and Broadway, and raise money 
for same. 

ARTICLE 27. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to appropriate one hundred ($100) dollars, or any part 
thereof, to paint ““Highway Center Stripes” on street com- 
mencing at the danger sign now located near the residence 
of Harold Titcomb, on Main Street, and continuing to point 
of old danger sign near driveway of residence of E. E. Noyes, 
on Policy Street, Depot Village; one at Ewins’ Corner, at 
Centre Village; one at Hampshire Roads corner, and any 
other points deemed advisable by Board of Selectmen. 

ARTICLE 28. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise money for the purchase of a tractor and stone 
crusher for road work. 

ARTICLE 29. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of two hundred ($200) dollars, or any part 
thereof, to be expended on the highway leading from George 
H. Marden’s place to the Watjen place, so called. 

ARTICLE 30. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to extend the cinders on Park Avenue, from the residence of 
Leslie W. Snow, to the residence of Paul C. Cronin, and 
raise money for the same. 

ARTICLE 31. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise five hundred ($500) dollars, or any part thereof, to 
be laid out on the road from North Salem to Canobie Lake 
Depot. 

ARTICLE 32. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise one thousand ($1,000) dollars, or any part thereof, 
to be laid out on the highway from Bailey’s Hill, so called, to 
the road being built by the Arlington Mills, south of the 
Marble place, so called. 

ARTICLE 33. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to accept from the estate of Herbert Greenwood, the sum of

expended in the care of the Herbert Greenwood lot in Pine 
Grove Cemetery. 

ARTICLE 34. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to accept from the estate of Louisa F. Taylor, the sum of 
fifty ($50) dollars, as a perpetual fund, the interest to be ex- 
pended in the care of the John W. Taylor lot in Pine Grove 
Cemetery.

The contagious diseases reported during the year were: 
tuberculosis, scarlet fever, chicken pox and whooping cough. 

The scarlet fever cases were all in the early part of the 
year and the cases of whooping cough have been unusually 
heavy at the close of the year. 

There were forty-three deaths from all causes, five of 
which were from tuberculosis, one from scarlet fever, one 
from cholera infantum and two accidental. 

The number of deaths from tuberculosis is unusually large 
for this town and is due to the fact that people suffering in 
the last stages of this disease are brought here from out of 
the state, in an attempt to give them relief.

To the Superintendent and School Board of Salem, N. H.: 


I submit herewith my fifth annual report as supervisor of 
music in the Salem Public Schools. 

The-work in this department during the year has pro- 
gressed steadily along the usual lines and has been meas- 
urably successful. A large percentage of the success of the 
work in music is due to the constant helpfulness of the 
teachers. 

The Hollis Dann Music Course is being used at the 
Depot School in all the grades. At the Center, Number 8 
and Number 5 the same course is used in the upper grades. 
This particular course of study deals with every music 
problem from the beginning of school life through the Jun- 
ior High School. The song material is unusually attractive; 
there are some old-time favorites; there are many new songs 
composed especially for this course which are sure to delight 
every boy and girl. 

The Progressive Music Course used in the upper grades 
in the North Salem Schools and at No. 7 and No. 9 furnishes 
a variety of exercises and songs which are helpful and tune- 
ful. In the lower grades at No. 4 and No. 9 the Hollis 
Dann Book II is being used. At No. 3 and No. 7 the New 


Educational Book I in the third and fourth grades. 


I wish to thank again the superintendent of schools, the 


school board and the teachers of Salem for the support and 


co-operation given me.

The general health of the school population is excellent. 
The children have been most responsive to suggestions. 

In my visits to the homes I found the parents very willing 
to co-operate. In some cases there were parents who felt — 
they could not afford the expense of treatment suggested. 
I feel that measures should be taken to procure for these 
children the necessary professional services. I am sure 
had the parents of these children been able they would have 
been willing to provide treatment for them. These cases 
consisted of defective teeth, diseased tonsils and adenoids 
and defective vision. 

I suggest that a health card be introduced into the schools. 
Each pupil being held responsible for a conscientious report 
of his following of the simple rules of health which such a 
card would outline. In cities and other towns where such a 
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device has been used excellent results have been obtained in 
the promotion of health among school children. 

For the assistance and co-operation given me in my work 
by the teachers, parents and children I wish to extend my 
appreciation.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL HIGH SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, New Hampshire: 


At the annual district school meeting held March 12, 
1921, at Salem, New Hampshire, and while action was being 


taken on Article 9 of the SCHOOL WARRANT it was - 


voted—That a Committee of five be appointed, three nomi- 
nated from the floor, together with the Superintendent of 
Schools and the chairman of the school board, for the pur- 
pose of choosing a site for a high school, also to procure 
plans and specifications for a building, also to examine and 
report upon high schools maintained in towns where the 
conditions are similar to those of Salem, also to ascertain 
the cost of erecting a building and the annual cost of oper- 
ating a high school in Salem. And further that this com- 
mittee will serve without pay, except actual cash disburse- 
ments and expenses of obtaining plans and specifications. 
And further that the district shall raise and the committee 
shall be limited to the sum of one thousand dollars, and 
report at the next annual meeting. Nominations were re- 
ceived from the floor and the following were elected to serve 
with the chairman of the School Board and the superintend- 
ent of schools: C. H. Borchers, G. M. Woodbury, and A. O. 
Alexander. 

Your committee immediately went into session and 
elected C. H. Borchers as chairman, and A. O. Alexander as 
secretary. The matter of choosing a suitable site was first 
taken up, and after giving it careful consideration, a lot on 
the North side of Main St., at the Depot Village and about 
opposite the Catholic church was chosen, because of its 
favorable geographical position, its ready adaptability for 
school purposes, adequate facilities for athletic develop- 
ments, good opportunity for the disposition of drainage and 
low cost of grade preparation. 

The matter of plans and specifications was next taken up, 
and your committee begs to submit herewith, a full and 
complete set of plans and specifications, by James E. Allen, 
Architect, Lawrence, Mass., which we believe covers every 
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detail of requirements for a High School building and equip- 
. ment ready for use. 

Figures for the cost of maintaining high schools in other 
towns where conditions are similar to those here in Salem, 
except those given by Superintendent MacDougall in his 
last report, are not available at this time. 

Your committee has ascertained that the cost of a build- 
ing to be erected on the above mentioned site according to 
the plans and specifications herewith submitted, would be 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00), and the an- 
nual cost of maintenance ten thousand two hundred dollars 
($10,200.00). The maintenance cost is made up of items as 
follows: Teachers $6,500.00; janitor $1,000.00; fuel $750.00; 
textbooks and supplies $500.00; commercial equipment and 
maintenance $125.00; janitor’s supplies $50.00; lighting 
— $50.00; power $300.00; water $50.00; maintenance of light 
power and heating equipment $25.00; insurance $750.00; 
incidentals $100.00; total $10,200.00. 

The building as Brand 3 is intended to take care of pupils 
of the seventh and eighth grades, to relieve a crowded con- 
dition which now exists in other quarters, and the price men- 
tioned for the building covers the housing of these grades so 
far as the cost of erecting the building large enough to handle 
them would apply, but the cost of equipment, books and 
maintenance as mentioned applies to the Sivek school grades 
only. 

Your committee has incurred no expense other than that 
which the architect has charged for his services, namely one 
thousand dollars, ($1,000), his bill for which, has been ap- 
proved.

2. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
$5.00 (five dollars) on a thousand of the equalized valuation 
of the town.

in the sums of money recommended by the school board — 


for the support of schools and the payment of statutory 
obligations. 


4. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 


four hundred and ninety-six dollars ($496.00) to insure © 


school buildings. 


5. To see if district will vote to adopt medical inspection ~
